1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 10/20/08 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-6,10-12 and 14 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose a method for testing a cascade circuit including a plurality 
of electronic elements to be protected from high voltage and a plurality of cascode elements 
connected to the electronic elements ,said method comprises step of allocating a different 
switching element and connecting the switching element thereto and connecting each test node 
to a first test line and a second test line, the first test line indicating whether the switching state of 
at least one switching element from the switching elements is in a changed switching state and in 
combined with other claimed method steps as recited in claim 1 . Claims 2-6 depend from 
allowed claim 1, they are also allowed accordingly. 

The prior art does not disclose a cascode circuit having a plurality of switching elements 
allocated and connected to test nodes, the switching elements having a plurality of switching 
states, wherein one switching state represent a connection between a first line and a second line 
and another switching state represents a lack of a connection between the first line and a second 
line and in combined with other claimed elements as recited in claim 10. Claims 11-12 and 14 
depend from allowed claim 10, they are also allowed accordingly.
